We have already notified 
you of those addresses we consider compromised for BOB use, however, in 
order that our records and yours coincide, the status of all FOB letterdrops 
assigned to BOB is given below.

a. CABATON 21 - This address is not being used per your 
request in FROB-7475, 6 August i 960 which stated that 
the drop was assigned to a HIWAY operation.
